No 
acts of violence are reported- 



Revolution Seems Bloodless 

(By Associated Press) 

Berlin, March 13 — The over- 
throw of the Ebert government 
was announced in a proclamation 
issued at 10 o'clock this morning 
after revolting troops had enter- 
ed Berlin suburbs and occupied 
the Wilhelmstrasse- Up to that 
hour there were no disorders de- 
veloping. Carriages, taxi cabs, 
and street cars were moving as 
though nothing had happened. 
There was no change in the ap- 
pearancme. of L'nter den Linden 
except for the presence of a con- 
siderable body of troops. 

The proclamation first appear- 
ed in the hands of a mounted and 
helmeted soldier. He handed it 
to a group at Unter en Linden 
corner and later read it on the 
street corners. It declared the en- 
tire authority of the state had 
passed to General Provincial Di- 
rector Kapp. as imperial chancel- 
lor and premier of Prussia. Over 
his signature, the pT\,<-i.niiiation 
asserted the mandate of the Na- 
tinonal assembly to create a con- 
stitution and conclude peace had 
'expired and declares the national 
assembly dissolved. It adds: 

"As soon as internal order is 
restored, we shall return to con- 
stitutional conditions and pre- 
scribe new elections." 

President Ebert. meanwhile 
with his wife, had left the. city. 

The troops which made their 
. descent upon Berlin, for the most 
part were quartered in the Doe- 
iK*ntz suburb and included, troops 
which*recently returned from the 
Baltic provinces. Threat of their 
movement developed at midnight. 
" When it became known they were 
advancing, officials opened nego- 
tiations with a naval brigade 
which formed part of the contin- 
gent. Mea while the cabinet sat 
until early this morning consid- 
ering the brigade's demands, 
which subsequently wore reject- 
ed and the troops entered Berlin- 
This is according to'semi-official 
agency which also states that the 
dominant Social Democratic par- 
ty called a general strike- This 
party has supported the Ebert 
government. 

'By Associated I'rcss) 
Washington, March 13— Offi- 
cials refused to comment on the 
Berlin situation. Some high mil- 
itary officer* are _ inclined to re- 
gard the uprising as a "palace rev- 
olution," and that it would not 
spread to other parts of Germany. 
Reports from Germany, however, 
have indicated growing unrest be- 
cause of the slowness of recon- 
struction and return to world 
peace. Demonstrations on a 
large scale had been expected. 

Proclamation Issued

Paris. March 13 — Havas— A 
proclamation issued in Berlin to- 
day declares the government of 
the empire ceased to exist and the 
power of the state has passed into 
rthe hands ' of General Director 
Von Kapp, who becomes Chancel- 
lor and has appointed General 
Von Luettwitz commander-in- 
chief of military forces, according 
to Berlin dispatches.

Deputy Internal 
Revenue Collector U. G. McFarland, 
who is one of the chief > prohibition 
enforcement officers in his part of the 
state, came over Friday night and 
went to Irvine with Philpott, and 
some interesting developments are ex- 
pected. 

Mr. Philpott said that the auto- 
mobile in which Hill was caught with 
the whisky belonged to Tom Wallace, 
that Wallace was not in the crowd. 
Hill told Jailer Burgess, the latter 
says, that he and the others went on 
horseback into the mountains and 
bought about five gallons of moon- 
shine and brought it to Irvine. They 
left it at a house on the outskirts of 
town, and came in and got a car and 
went back for it, but when they saw 
an officer coming two, of the men 
jumped out and got away but he re- 
mained in the machine and was 
captured. 

Officers stored the "white light- 
ning" in the vault of one of the banks 
at Irvine. During the night someone 
threw a rock through one of the 
large plate glass windows of the bank, 
and while here with the prisoner Phil- 
pott was notified that threats were 
being made by friends of the men 
concerned against the bank, so he 
took McFarland with him back to Ir- 
vine. 

Philpot says he expects to arrest 
the other men concerned, in the affair 
and bring them to jail here too. He 
seized the automobile, which the 
government officers are empowered to 
sell, it being a provision of the pro- 
hibition law that a vehicle used to 
transport liquor shall be siezed and 
sold.

bond issues and build the type of 
roads which should be constructed 
with the expectation of being reinv 
bursed by the state when the bond is- 
sue is passed. Counties prefer to do 
this as they need the roads now and 
realize that it is manifestly impos- 
sible for the state to build all of the 
roads at one time. 

A most active interest is being 
taken in the improvements on the 
Dixie Highway in Georgia by the 
Dixie Highway Association as dedi- 
cation exercise, which will formally 
open the Mountain sections of the 
Dixie Highway through Tennessee, 
will be held in Chattanooga during the 
early part of September.

According to the preparations which 
the counties are making between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta, and the 
plans which the State Highway Com 
mission of Georgia have made with 
I the passage of the Bond issue, 
(Georgia will make the road travel 
lable for the winter of 1920-21 and a 
• paved and completed thoroughfare be- 
Jfore many years.
